Chemical Warfare 
Although the Germ ans are known 
to have a formidable organization 
tor chemical warfare, army circles 
here 
treat 
with 
skepticism 
ever- 
recurring rumors of new and dead­ 
lier gases. There has been no radi­ 
cal development in this most un ­ 
pleasant department of war since 
1918. 
Use of gas has been virtually u n ­ 
known in this war to date. When I 
was with the French armies last 
winter I heard of a few isolated 
instances in which the Germans ex­ 
perimented with gas on a very small 
scale in guerilla fighting along the 
western front. General staff officers 
admitted the Germans had u>ed gas 
in a few attacks on outposts beyond 
the Maginot Line. But I was in­ 
sistently requested, as were other 
correspondents, to make no mention 
of it. It was explained that if gas cot 
into the headlines there might be a 
clamor for reprisals and develop­ 
ment of full scale chemical war­ 
fare. Annies don't like gas and dis­ 
like to use it except in extremities. 
With the gallant RAF still hold­ 
ing its own strongly enough to keep 
the Lufftwaft away, invasion at this 
moment seems unlikely. Those who 
should know, advise not to expect 
invasion until you read of wide­ 
spread daylight raiding again. Then, 
if gas is used, look out. For then 
invasion might start at any hour.
